Some carious facts are shown by 
the cen sus bureau's in vestigation of 
the statistics of the age of the Amer­ 
ican people. 
'a*here Is a prevalen t habit of u n d er­ 
statin g ages. 
Except atuon g per­ 
son s of ad van ced ago this ten d en cy 
is very stron g, person s placin g their 
ages as twen ty-five, thirty-five, forty— 
iu multiples of five, that is 
when 
they are really several years old er. 
This ten d en cy is stron gest amon g 
n egroes, is stron ger amon g foreign 
born person s than amon g those horn 
here, an d is stron ger amon g women 
than amon g men . 
There is thus some basis for the be­ 
lief that a woman d oes n ot like to 
state her age; that she prefers to 
con ceal it. 
That, perhaps, is why 
she tries to look youn ger than she 
really is. 
< 
Old person s, on the other han d , are 
won t to overstate their age, to mako 
themselves out as old er than they 
really are. 
There are hoi n early so 
man y person s really over a hun d red 
as people» believe 
The age which exactly d ivid es the 
population in half is 22.85 years. On e- 
half of the population is above that 
age, on e-half below it. 
A cen tury ago as far as statistics 
of the time permit experts to say. 
the half-way age was 15.97 years. 
In 
the cities the half-wav or med ian age, 
is greater than in the coun try. 
The average age of the people of 
the Un ited States is 26 2 years. 
About on e-third of the total popu­ 
lation of the Un ited States is between 
the ages of fifteen an d sixty. 
Nearly 
on e qu arter is less than ten years old , 
an d over three-seven ths Is over twen ­ 
ty yyars. 
No! on e in seven is over 
fifty years old , an d on ly twen ty-three 
person s iu every 1,600 is over seven ty 
years of age.
